Be Careful When Taking Medicines 


Ever wake up, or at 
least about half awake, in 
the night with a splitting 
headache? Or a pain in the 
tummy? And stumble into 
the bathroom and reach 
for a bottle in the medicine 
cabinet. And gulp down a 
pill or two, or a spoonful 
of medicine? 

Sure. All of us have, 
And we are risking serious 
trouble in taking medicine 
carelessly, 

The medicine was pre- 
scribed by your physician, 
and he included specific 
orders for size and fre- 
quency of dose and how 
to take it, The American 
Medical Association re- 
minds that there is a good, 
sound reason for these 
orders, and they’re meant 
to be followed, 

A few simple rules for 
taking medicine can help 
to avoid an accident that 
may make your minor dis- 
comfort a lot worse, 

* Never take medicine 
in the dark, Be certain 
you can see the bottle or 
pill box, to make certain 
it’s the right one, 

* Read the directions 
carefully before taking, 
Those directions are there 
because they’re needed. 

* Don’t increase the 
dosage or take more often 
than directed withour 
checking with your doctor, 

* If the label says 
‘“Shake well before using,” 
it means whatit says, Shake 
it, 

* Don’t take medicine

Encouragement, Not Punish- 
ment, Needed 


()UR country once declared 

its independence from Great 
Britain. Fortunately there was 
no United Na- 
tions then to de- 
cree sanctions 
against us, or to 
demand that the 
rule of the 
American colon- 
ies be turned 
over to the In- 
dians. Had such 
action been pos- 
sible, then there 
would not be a 
United States of 
America, at 
least not one 
comparable to the highly de- 
veloped industrial nation that 
our country became. 

In the confrontation that took 
place between Ian Smith and 
Harold Wilson on the Mediter- 
ranean a Tew weeks ago, Rho- 
desia agreed to practically al] 
of Britain’s demands, except 
that of turning over the armed 
forces and the government to 
Britain during the interim until 
the new constitution could be 
established. No wonder Rho- 
desia would not agree to this 
provision, for it would have 
made the people of that country 
helpless victims of whatever 
action the British government 
decided to take, 

Quite shamefully our govern- 
ment has now joined in censor- 
ing the Rhodesian government, 
and is preparing sanctions 
against that country, cutting 
off eighty percent of imports 
from Rhodesia into the United 
States, and establishing severe 
penalties for violation of the 
decree. That is a very severe 
penalty to be meted out to a 
friendly country with a kindred 
civilization, not threatening in 
any way the peace or safety of 
our country or any other, and 
currently engaged in a serious, 
determined effort to educate the 
ble Rhodesians and prepare 
for full responsibilities of

self-government, These are im- 
portant steps toward majority 
rule, fully anticipated by the 


white Rhodesians as soon as the 
native Bantu population is pre- 
pared for it. One out of six 
people in Rhodesia, black and 


white, is now in school. The 
ratio is only one in five in 
Great Britain. 

A country making strenuous 


efforts to bring about majority 
rule as soon as prudently possi- 
ble, should not be penalized and 
persecuted, but should receive 
friendly and helpful encourage- 
ment. Many Americans are ex- 
tremely unhappy over the posi- 
tion our government has taken, 
at the request of extremist agi- 
tators, against a small friendly 
country already making vast 
strides in its effort to solve the 
race problem.

Tomatoes Need 


Proper Care 


If you expect to stake 
your tomato plants this 
year, you need to tie and 
prune them properly at the 
right time, 

Stake plants early be- 
fore they fall over, says 
Extension Service Com- 
mercial Horticulturist, 
Perry Smith, Make stakes 
long enough to extend at 
least 5 feet above the 
ground and strong enough to 
support the plant to its full 
height, 

Ir’s best to tie the 
plant to the stake loosely 
under a leaf stem. Tie 
plants so fruit clusters are 
not injured and are away 
from the stake,’’ the hort!- 
sulturist notes. 

Smith says pruning 
plants to a single stem is 
the simplest way. Remove 
suckers that grow in the 
forks of the leaf petiole 
and stem. Be careful no! 
to remove the cluster oj 
blooms with each sucker, 
Do this weekly, at least 
until five or six clusters 
of fruit have set.
